CULTURE — The  squash  is  a  tender  annual,  and  should  not  be  planted  until  all  danger  from  frost  is  past,  and 
the  ground  is  warm,  settled  and  dry ;  as  aside  from  the  tender  nature  of  the  plant,  the  seed  is  liable  to  rot  in 
damp,  cold  weather.
